The fact that most of the Kreisleiters had no knowledge of the Bormann

It is remarkable for the political leaders that this wite 
ness has hesitated such a lont time before acting according to the desires 
of Bormann and Hitler. During his testimony before the Commission, the witnoss 
declared that he had withdrawn his draft, and that the announcement was made 
without his knowledge. Іп fact, in his Gau, the order has never bocn carried 
out, which is proved by affidavit of Karl Scholtis, Ortsgruppenleiter, PL-614.
